_ Avy Jr. cover dealer from 
Piqua, Ohio, showed us five cov- 
ers, all of which were sent to 
Washington for blocks of four and 
go marked and which come back 
to him with two vertical pairs ap- 
plied so close together that at a 
glance they appear to be blocks of 
four, yet are not such. ‘ 

If you got blocks of four of this 
$c stamp, check your covers care 
fully and see if you got blocks or 
if you you simply got two pairs 
matched up so closely that they 
resemble blocks. 

It certainly is inexcusable that 

such material should be put out 
by the Washington, Postoffice. 
Surely this office has had enough 
experience with first day covers 
to know what is wanted and if 
new and inexperienced employees 
are put on this work, they could 
‘be carefully instructed before be- 
ing turned loose on the job. 
- Jf your covers came from a 
dealer, they are probably o. k ., 
but*if you sent them to the Post- 
master for service, check them 
carefully and see if you got 
blocks.

"NOW IT CAN BE TOLD” - 


From Bohemia & Moravia

A few weeks ago, we read in 
Linn’s that the Office of Censor- 
ship was starting to release mail 
that it has been holding until the 
war with Germany was won, A 
week or so after reading this art- 
icle, I received an airmail letter 
from Chile, postmarked January 1, 
1942; = 2% years from writer to 
addressee. 

Before I opened it, I tried to 
guess what it would contain that 
did not meet the approval of the 
Office of Censorship. In 1942 
Chile enjoyed diplomatic relations 
with Germany, being one of the 
last countries to sever such ties. 
However, I thought the Linn’s 
article applied to European mail 
being released by the O.C. Exam- 
ination of cancellations on the re- 
verse side of the cover showed 
that it was from my fellow Czech- 
oslovakia philatelist pal in Santi- 
ago. 

Opening the cover, I pulled out 
a short typewritten note, a New 
Year’s Greeting card for 1942, a 
Belgian postcard, and a Bohemia 
and Moravia airmail cover. This 
cover was cancelled Praha, July 
7, 1941, and arrived in Santiago, 
Chile, August 31, 1941. This cover 


was ‘the item that delayed my 
letter 2% years. 

Back in 1941 Britain started the 
“Vv” for Victory campaign, using 
the 3 dots and a dash. Shortly 
afterwords the Nazis countered 
with their own “Victory” slogan, 
imprinting it on foreign destined 
mail at Berlin and Praha post of- 
fices by postal employees. The 
slogan on the Bohemia and Mora- 
vian cover is bi-lingual and reads, 
“VICTORIA!! Deutschland siegt 
an allen Fronten fur Europa!”, 
and in Czech, “VITEZSTVI!! Rise 
vitezi na vsech frontach pro Eur- 
opu!”, 


The Praha bi-lingual slogan is 
rare, inasmuch as it was used 
only a few days, and I consider it 
a gem for my album. No wonder 
the Office of Censorship did not 
allow a B&M cover to go through, 
especially when it screams in two 
languages that “Germany is win- 
ning on all fronts in Europe.” Of 
course things turned out differ- 
ently. 

This is just another philatelic 
story that comes from World War 
II under the catagory “Now It 
Can Be Told.” 








NEWS FROM GERMANY 


A letter from Pvt. Walter Lu- 
sa, stationed in Germany, gives 
us some added information and at 
the same time makes us_ realize 
that we over here seem to know 
more about what is doing in the 
stamp world as concerns Germany, 
than do the boys over there. 

We are told that mail from the 
soldiers, to America is no longer 
censored from that part of Europe. 
The letter is dated May 2lst. 

We are also told of the probable 
issue of Allied Occupation stamps. 
This is queer, for we have known 
of the issue and use of such 
stamps for several weeks past and 
it is apparent that their use has 
not yet become general enough at 
this date, May 2ist, to make them 
noticeable. 

We are also told that German 
Hitler Stamps are being burned 
and destroyed. We have com- 
commented on this in the past 
and the only further remarks we 
will make is that such destruction 
amounts to a great monetary loss 
for the material would be read- 
ily saleable in the world stamp

Error In Airmail 
Surcharge Found 





Harry E. Gray of Oakland, 
Calif., reports that a correspond- 
ent in Belgium reports having 
found the 2c Washington Bicen- 
tennial envelope with the 6c Air- 
mail overprint over the stamp in 
the usual manner and again in the 
opposite lower corner of the en- 
velope. 

It seems that the envelope must 
have been run through the can- 
celing machine upside down and 
was noticed and run through again 
with the imprint over the stamp. 

This is the first error we have 
heard of. Back in the days when 
mililons of 3c envelopes were 
made into 2c values, errors were 
common and plentiful in most 
every box one looked at.

STILL WITH THE DEALERS— 
I told you what problems the 
dealers have buying material and 
this week I want to tell you why 
you don’t get an answer to your 
letters faster than you do. The 
average dealer is an honest man 
and -wants -to conduct his business 
according to the best standards. He 
either accepts want lists or does 
and approval business together 
with selling over the counter it he 
has a retail store. His mail reads 
something like this: ‘‘Please send 
me a well centered copy of Bar- 
badoes #117”. Not only does the 
dealer have to be a philatelic ex- 
pert but he must also be a second 
Dunninger and guess whether a 
mint or used copy is wanted. A 
man writes in and requests ap- 
provals and gives references to- 
gether with a list of the countries 
he wants to see on aproval. He 
also encloses a packet of stamps 
with the notation that the dealer 
may buy them and apply the mo- 
ney to the collectors account. The 
packet contains a few good 
stamps and a bunch of junk. If 
the dealer returns the stamps he 
loses the account. If he keeps 
them he takes a loss in order to 
give the man a sufficient credit 
to make it look “good”. If he ac- 
cepts the stamps he must spend 
an hour or two of his valuable 
time cataloguing the stamps which 
eventually turn out to be worth 
$6.25 catalogue value, and not 
worth the time it took to work 
on them. 

Collectors are usually busy with 
their own problems and often fail 
to give a clear view of what they 
want. It is therefore necessary to 
spend several hours of the dealers 
daily time attempting to clarify 
orders, go over the complaints he 
receives because his prices aren’t 
what the collector believes they 
should be or the condition of the 
stamp isn’t what was expected. 
The greater percentage of collec- 
tors do not own a Scott catalogue 
(alas—and a nice plug for Hugh 
Clark, too) and therefore are un- 
able to give the correct catalogue 
number when ordering. Some of 
them ewn catalogues from years 
back and since the catalogue is 
revised periodically, they are or- 
dering a 4 centime French stamp 
when they actually want a 20 
centime stamp. The dealer fills 
the order and must then go back 
and correct the collectors mis- 
take, while being called all the 
names under the sun. 

The average dealer wants to be 
a legitimate business man, open 
and above board. If he does bus- 
iness by mail he is wide open to 
the postal laws which are string- 
ent and heavily enforced. Assum- 
ing that he is as honest as the day 
is long, he is open to such incid- 
ents as a collector sending large 
bills through the mail which nev- 
er are received by the dealer. The 
money is sent unregistered and so 
the collector has no proof that the 
dealer failed to receive the mo- 
ney. So he files a complaint with 
the past office inspectors who 
promptly report the money was 
never received and no damage is 
done—excepting that a notation 
is made that a complaint was fil- 
ed against the dealer. Assume that 
this happens once a year for five 
years against the same dealer, 
and we are still assuming he is 
honest, the office inspectors 
begin to frown upon the dealer as 
a “dishonest” businessman sim- 
ply because some dopey collector 
was careless. 

There is always another pro- 
blem—the dealer sending out 
clean material and receiving it 
back with soup and coffee stains. 
Then too there is the crook who 
switches his torn stamps for the 
dealers clean stock. A dealer must 
also contend with the collector 
who knows more about stamps 
than all of philately put together 
and is a self-appointed expert and 
informs the dealer that a certain 
set has 10 stamps instead of the 
four the dealer has sent. The fact 
is that the collector is referring to 
a previously issued set, but he 
spouts four pages of “authority”, 
If you tell the customer off—you 
lose him; so you sit down and

write him a nice long letter and 
therefore lose the time it takes 
to fill four or five bona fide or- 
ders. Delinquent accounts are 
something else! Very often a well 
meaning collector becomes other- 
wise busy and forgets to return 
approvals which necessitates a 
series of reminders which are 
costly in time and postage, and 
subsequently add to the dealers 
overhead and eventually to the 
cost of your stamps. 

All of these things are recorded 
here in the hope that you will re- 
frain from doing likewise. Send 
checks or money or postal notes 
when remitting for stamps. Buy a 
catalogue and know what you are 
talking about. Most dealers know 
more about stamps than you do. 
Don’t become an “expert”. And 
above all—don’t write long silly 
letters to dealers telling them how 
to conduct their business. If you 
don’t like the. way he conducts 
his business—buy elsewhere. 
Above all, when ordering stamps 
always give the correct catalogue 
number, and state whether you 
want the stamps mint or used. 
Remember too that many stamps 
sell at a very high premium when 
they are perfectly centered and 
don’t expect perfection unless you

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SPLENDID EXAMPLE OF WHAT IS COMING 

Read the full page advertisement of H. E. Harris & Co., of Bos- 
ton which is printed in this issue. 

This is the sort of advertisement that Mr. Harris’ representative 
proposed for publication by the ASDA. The Harris Company is 
making an announcement of their policy with re- 
gard to these Axis stamps and that of course in- 
cludes those from the far east as well. It just so 
happens that things are already beginning to break 
and Mr. Harris submits a letter and samples of 
stamps to prove the point that they make and that 
we have warned against in previous issues. Just a 
few weeks ago a New York wholesaler sent out 
two Japanese stamps, Scott A84 and A86 which 
are surcharged with Japanese characters and an 
added value with a plus mark before it. The stamps 
were represented as having been issued when the 
Japs took Singapore. The New York wholesaler of- 
fered these stamps as choice items at $3.25 per 
Gen set of two. That would mean that the collector 

» W. Linn would pay from about $4.00 to $4.50 or $5.00 for 
the pair. Now comes to the Harris Company am offer of up to 500, 
possibly more of these sets at a price of 50c per set. Mr. Harris states 
that they will probably wind up by being a dime set in the future. 

It is stated that a quantity of these stamps as well as others were 
brought back on the Gripsholm by an American diplomat. 

From various letters we have had direct from the Philippines, 
we are led to believe that there are very large quantities of many 
of the issues put out during the Jap occupation. Prices will naturally 
start at a high level for the first offerings. From then on they will 
tumble rapidly and no one knows where the bottom will be. 

The Japanese are about the trickiest counterfeiters in existence 
and it can be a foregone conclusion that supplies of many of these 
stamps will come out of Japan, newly printed and canceled as you 
want them just as soon as the Japanese quit fighting and get down 
to work again. 

Any experienced collector knows that all issues of Japanese 
stamps, back to the very earliest, have been counterfeited by the Japs 
and that the markets in Japan always had such stamps on sale at a 
few cents per set. 

Prior to the war, the Japs even counterfeited or reprinted the 
ag Stanley Gibbons stamp catalogue of London and sold it in the 
ar east, 








REPORT BY POSTMASTER GENERAL WALKER 

A thirteen page summary of the annual report of Postmaster 
General Walker for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1945 is at hand 
and contains some amazing figures. 

It is well known that the U. S. Postal service is the biggest active 
business in the world. 

_Mr. Walker points this out by comparing it with other Govern- 
ment Departments, such as the Dept. of State, War, Navy, Agricul- 
ture etc. Mr. Walker points out that the Postoffice Department is in 
effect, an active business institution and not a mere branch of the 
Government as are other departments. As such the Postoffice Depart- 
ment should be handled as a business institution as we pointed out 
some few weeks ago in our columns. Mr. Walker suggests the appoint- 
ment of a “Director of Postal Service.’? This man to be the business 
managing head of the Service. Mr. Walker also recommends that the 
Four Assistants to the Postmaster General also be appointed for an 
indeterminate period subject to removal only for cause, or on usual 
established retirement rules. 

The appointed Cabinet Post of Postmaster General would be the 
titular head of the Department but the appointed Director would be 
the business manager and devote his entire energies to the business 
of the Service. 

It is laughable to think that the present Assistant Postmaster 
Generals are besieged by stamp collectors all over the country who 
write letters of inquiry concerning postage stamp issues and such 
matters. It seems ridiculous that these men, heads of a big institution 
such as our Postoffice Department should be called upon to reply to 
such letters but we know that such is the case for we have seen many 
such. 

We would therefore recommend, since the Department has al- 
ready taken many steps to favor the stamp collector, that a Philatelic 
Assistant be appointed at a salary large enough to attract a worth 
while man and that this man be given complete charge of all Phila- 
telic activity in which the Department now participates. 

Such an official could well conduct the affairs of the office he 
would hold in such manner that increased revenue foresales of stamps 
and first day cover business would total such a sum that his services 
would cost the Department nothing in addition to present expenses 
and it would relieve busy officials of the trivial inquiries which they 
are called upon to answer. 

A Philatelic Assistant to the Postmaster General could set up and 
carry on a Philatelic News Service, compile records for publication 
and keep the collectors informed through both the newspapers of the 
country and the Philatelic Press. 

Such an addition to the staff would result in increased interest 
in the hobby, for the hobby could then be served as it would like to 
be served. +

Foreign Covers Offer 
Fascinating Field For 
Study And Hunting 


By Frederick Demers, 
Ens.

Eight years ago I decided to 
form a side collection of foreign 
covers. I thought it would be sim- 
ple to obtain half a dozen covers 
from each country that had print- 
ed stamps. (With some notewor- 
thy exceptions, of course, e.g. 
Tonia.) I have gotten such an 
amount of fun out of this sideline 
that perhaps I may be pardoned 
for being overly enthusiastic. 

Cover collecting is not new. It 
is as cold as philately itself. How- 
ever, my observation has been 
that few people colect more than 
a country or two usually in col- 
laboration with a specialized col- 
lection of “same”; I propose to 
lay wide a geography on my desk. 
With little difficulty our neigh- 
bors, Canada and Mexico, yielded 
good specimens representing well 
dispersed issues. The larger, more 
stable, European nations are a 
cinch, as well as India, China, and 
Australia. At this point the game

rica is tackled and her medley of 
colonies, the native states of In- 
dia, the cities of Colombia, and 
the  surcharged provinces of 
China. 

Progress was made, Uncle Har- 
ry Weiss had a neighbor who had 
been a missionary, a voluminous 
writer, the missionary—not Har- 
ry (A thousand pardons, L.E.C.), 
the chap next door knew a refu- 
gee from Epirus (the “skull and 
crossbones” issue is represented), 
an accumulation of Russia netted 
a lone, misplaced Far Eastern Re- 
public, and so it went.

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A FRIENDLY WARNING |: 
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The stamps produced during the war 
years by enemy and enemy-occupied 
countries (i. e., by nearly all of Europe 
and North Africa, and by the former Jap- 
anese conquests) are now beginning to 
appear in increasing quantities on the 
American market. 


These are unusually attractive and 
interesting stamps, and are certain to be 
much in demand. Yet for the time being 
we shall decline to handle the great ma- 
jority of them. 


The reason for our wotch-and-wait 
policy may be simply stated. We would 
rather offer the Axis issues to our custo- 
mers late, but priced rioht, than early at 
the inflated prices at which so many of 
them first reach the market. 


At the present time, in our opinion, 
the majority of these stamps—and espec- 
ially the higher-priced sets—are being sold 
at figures so far in excess of their basic 
values that declining prices must be ex- 
pected in the near future. 


The difference between official and 
unofficial (or “black market’) rates of 
exchange; the operations of speculators 
trying to maintain artificially high prices; 
the unknown quantities in which the vari- 


ous sets exist; and even the authenticity 
of certain issues, which may or may nof 
be accepted for listing in the Scott Cata- 
log—these are some of the factors, still un- 
known or uncontrollable, which must 
eventually determine basic supply-and- 
demand values of the Axis issues. 


In the meantime, the situation bears 
a close parallel to that which existed after 
World War I. At that time, the war issues 
of the enemy countries, and the early 
post-war issues of the new European coun- 
tries (Lithuania, Hunaary, Poland, etc.)’, 
reached America in large quantities at 
unjustifiably high prices. During the in- 
flation which followed, many dealers lost 
money on the shrinking values of their 
stocks; and still worse, many embittered 
collectors lost their confidence not only in 
stamp values but also in stamp dealers. 


We believe it is in the best interests 
of the stamp hobby to prevent a recur- 
rence of this dangerous situation, and we 
are going to do our bit by proceeding cau- 
tiously with relation to the Axis issues. 
We shall add them to our stock only 
when, as, and if—basing our decisions on 
our long experience in the world stamp 
market—we have good reason to believe 
that we can offer them at prices corres- 
ponding to their true values.
